1. The style of cause of these proceedings are hereby amended to initialize the parties’ 
names as follows: A.R.N. aka A.R.M. v. D.Y.N. Any published Reasons for Judgment or 
other court documents accessible to the public will initialize the names of the parties and 
the Children’s names. 


2. Until further order of the Court, the Respondent immediately and in any event within 5 
days of being served with a copy of this Order: 


a. Immediately delete or remove all statements and content, which he has 
published or caused to be published in any online forum including any social 
medial platform, which contain direct or indirect reference to: 

i. the Children, 


ii. the Claimant, and 
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iii. the Claimant’s counsel and counsel's law firm 
(these parties are collectively, the “Protected Parties’). 


3. The Respondent is prohibited on an interim basis, from publishing or causing to be 
published any statements or content in any online forum, including social media, which 
contain direct or indirect reference to the Protected Parties; directly or indirectly having 
contact with the Protected Parties except through the Respondent’s counsel; directing, 
encouraging, or assisting any other person from engaging in conduct which the 
Respondent is prohibited from engaging with by way of this Order. 


4. The Respondent may apply to vary or set aside this Order or any of the provisions 


herein on eight (8) business days’ notice to the Claimant.
